Total projected revenue inthe 
neW budget'is $3 402,850. That 
compares to $3,320,550 in the 
budget for this year.’ That. is an 
increasé ‘of $82,300. for, the 
coming year. 

Lével incoming revenue lév- 
els are projected in sales.taxes, 
gasoline taxes, property taxes 
and garbage fees. Business li- 
censes, police fines, sewer fees, 
distributions from the SE Ala 
Gas District, TVA, Cable TV 


franchise are all expected to 
show some revenue increase. 

‘Income from‘state and fed- 
eral grants are also included in 
annual budgets and are. ex- 
pected to. remain level: during 
the coming year.

If you have the time please read 1" John, chapter three for me, We 


~ ‘want us to realize just how much God loves each of us. It is a very 


reassuring thing too that the creator God is mindful of us as we 
sérve him. Notice with me 1" John. 3:2 as we get started, “Beloved, 
now are we the sons of God and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: But we know that when He shall appear, we shall be like 
him; for we shall see him as he is”, reassuring the believer that 
what we do for Christ will be noticed: 

But then in verse 8 through 10 he states the blunt truth concerning 
being a child of God. If,you sin or do unrighteously, you are not of 
God but children of the Devil (v. 9). 

Now verse eleven again makes a blunt statement that the message 
is to ‘love one another. We must show the world that God’s love 
within us compels us to love.one another. But, as verse 12 states, 
not to. do as Cain, Notice the word says that Cain slew his, brother 
“because his own works were evil and his brothers were right- 
eous.” He simply was doing good: 

Within verses 16. through 18 we find they are telling us that we 
should be as Christ, love and even be willing to give of yourself for 
one of your brothers or sisters in Christ.

Sparks advises horse owners to vaccinate 


for EEE and WNV 


Agriculture & Industries 
Comimissioner. Ron Sparks an- 
nounced that over the last four 
months’ 10 positive ‘cases of 
Eastern Equine Encephalitis 
(BEE) and 3 positive cases of 
West Nile Virus in horses, have 
been’ found’ in ,, Alabama, 
“Heavy rainfall has made us ex- 
tremely vulnerable to the spread 
of mosquito-borne viruses. and 
we need to protect our livestock 

and ourselves,” stated Sparks, 
“I want to encourage, horse 
owners to vaccinate their horses 
for both EEE and West Nile 
Virus. as soon as) possible,” 

EEE is a mosquito- transmitted 
disease that is much, more s¢- 
vere than ‘West. Nile ‘Virus 
(WNY). The mortality rate in 
horses from WNY is reported at 
around 30%, while the rate for 
EBE is almost 90%. Infected 
mosquitoes are the primary 
source for BEE, The virus 
causes. inflammation oF 
swelling of the brain and spinal 
cord. General symptoms in 


clude central nervous system 


signs such as; héad pressing,. 


convulsions, lack of response to 
facial stimulation, fever above 
103 degrees, ataxia, paralysis, 
anorexia, depression, and stu- 
por. Other symptoms may in- 
clude, irregular gait, teeth 


_grinding, in-coordination, cir- 


cling, and staggering, All symp- 
toms may not be exhibited by 
an infected horse. 
Commissioner Sparks and State 
Veterinarian Dr. Tony Frazier 
recommend vaccinating your 
horses every six months against 
both EEE and WNY. Horse 
owners are encouraged to con- 
tact their local veterinarian to 
schedule a vaccination for their 
horses, The public is also ad- 
vised to make every effort to re- 
duce human exposure to 
mosquitoes during the hurri- 
cane season,

EHS serves as ACT test site 


a college entrance exam. The 
ACT is the most common exam 
in this area of the country, and it 
is administered five times each 
year:: in. October, December, 
February, April, and June. 

Elba High School has served 
aS an’ACT testing site for the 
last five years. On average, 75- 
150 students take the ‘test ‘at 
EHS.on any given test date. 

EHS students -may have an 
advantage by taking the test at 
their own high school, as’they 
are already familiar with’ the 
site. 

The. ACT. is.a curriculum- 
based test, notan aptitude or an 
IQ test.. Instead, the questions 
on the ACT are directly related 
to what'students have learned in 
high school courses in English, 


‘mathematics and’ science. Be- 
» cause the ACT tests are based 
/ on what is taught in the high 


school curriculum, students are 

generally more comfortable 
with the ACT than they are with 
traditional aptitude tests or tests 
with narrower content. 

High school students may 
take the test as many times’ as 
they are willing to pay. the reg- 
istration fee. Most students 
who take the test more than 
once see an increase’ in their 
scores, so college counselors 
suggest that students take it 
early and often, 

The test includes five por- 
tions, four of which are re- 
quired by all area’ schools. 
Subject areas are English, math, 
science, reading and an optional 
writing portion, 

The ACT will be adminis- 
tered again Saturday, Oct, 25,

The Elba Water and Electric 
Board is moving Closer to a de- 
cision on drilling a new water 
Well East of Elba; 

While ho definite decision 
has’ been made, engineers for 
the utility, Peters Municipal 


Engineers, are compiling data 


from Utility records, research- 
ing financing options with the 
United ‘States. Department. of 
Agriculture (USDA) :and pri- 
vate funding (no government 
loans nor grants), Elba Mayor 
James Grimes said this week 
he hopes they will be ready 
with their report‘in time’for the 
November meéting of the util-

ity board. 

Grimes said the revolving 
loans available from the State 
of Alabama are for long-range 
projects and not for sudden re- 
placement of bad wells, He ex- 
plained that applications are 
accepted one year and the mu- 
nicipality will not know if it is 
approved until the next year. 

The mayor added that when 
a new well is ‘drilled it will.be 
near the existing tank near the 
city limits, East of Elba off U.
